from said protected network into said third network to access said application" 
in combination with the other limitations recited in independent claims 1,16, 
21, and 23; 

- claims 2-7 and 11-14,1 7-20, 22, and 24-26 are allowed because of thejr 
dependence from Independent claims 1,16, 21, and 23, respectively.
